He entered on duty on 9-18-33 as a Special Agent in grade CAF-8, $2900 
per annum and was assigned to the St, Louis Office on 11-4-33. ; 

His early reports reflect that he was somewhat slow in his work and ' 
seemingly to have some difficulty in setting forth the results of his 
investigations in logical sequence. Later reports reflect that his invest i 
gative work had been satisfactory, that he had been criticized for minor 
matters, but as an investigator, the results obtained by him had been; 
satisfactory. He dictated properly, submitted well prepared reports, was 
level-headed, was not of the type that would fill administrative duties. 

On 12-4-33 he requested consideration for assignment at the Boston Office 
in view of his father's health. He was advised that his preference was 
made a matter of record. « 

iOn 12-19-33 Mr. Quinn advised that Senator Lonergan telephonically called 
the Bureau and stated that he received a letter from Dodd stating that 
it was his understanding there was a vacancy in the Boston Office and 
expressed his desire to be transferred there in order to be near his home. 

On 1-4-34 Mr. William Stanley of the Department advised that the Attorney 
iGeneral had been requested to have Dodd transferred from the St. Louis 
pOffice to the Boston Office and that the Attorney General would like to 
Wcommodate those people if it could be done. This request of the Attorne 

General's was made pursuant to a letter received by him from Cong^smdn 

Francis T. Maloney dated 12-20-33. Mr. Stanley was advised that there 

were no vacancies in the Boston Office. 

j Memorandum dated 6-8-34 from Mr» Clegg reflected that Dodd advised that 
I it bothered him someis^hat that he requested the assistance of Senator ^ 
I Lonergan as v/ell as Congrssman Maloney both of whom were close f itends of 
I the Attorney General to secure his position; that he had previously talked 
I with the Attorney general informed him personally that it would be a \ 
I splendid exn^ience, for Dodd to become a Special Agent for about a year, 
1 that he had/oWxered a position with the Associated Press and also with a 
law firm in New York City. He further stated he did not want to be in an 
I organization if he would have to be content to receive the entrance salary 
I for the rest of his life. 

On 7-1-34 he was prompted to CAF-9, $3200 per annum. I 

On 7-9-34 Mr. Clegg advised that he was considered ah excellent Agent who 
was resourceful, persistent, tactful and diplomatic. It was believed i that 
he had administrative ability. 

On 7-16-34 Congressman Maloney wrote to the Attorney General and stated 
that some of Dodd's relatives requested the Congressman to try to help 
him to get an eastern appointment.

By letter dated 7-30-34 he requested a temporary transfer to the New York 
Office inasmuch as his father had taken a turn for the worse. He was 
advised that there were no vacancies. On 8-8-34 SAC New York advised 
I that Dodd's father appeared physically well and that he was observed 
Isupervising a large gang of men on a street excavation job. 

.On 8-10-34, Mr. Taram advised that Ke.infdr^med Mr, Ladd that Dodd was 

I trying to get back East so he could make ^ connections of some kind, in 
•view of the fact that he successfully passed the Bar in South Dakota.; 

I On 8-15-34 Senator Maloney contacted the Attorney General regarding Dbdd's 
'request for a transfer. The Attorney General was advised of the report 
from the New York Office that Dodd's father appeared to be physically well, 
Senator Maloney again telephoned on 8-14-34 and advised that if Dodd did 
not get a transfer east, he would have to quit. The Senator was advised 
there were no vacancies in New York. On 8-30-34 Congressman John W.i 
{McCormack expressed interest in Dodd^s transfer east if possible. 

j On 8-31-34 he submitted his resignation in view of his father's health, 
8 together with other desires. His resignation was accepted effective at 
the close of business 8-30-34. 



On 8-31-34 Mr. Tolson was advised that Dodd was returning to Connecticut 
where he would run for Congress.

[Memorandum dated 5-21-35 reflected that Dodd was employed in the Division 
of Investigation of the Department of the Interior and also that he re- 
quested a letter of recommendation inasmuch as he was making application 
for an appointment to the Naval Reserve. The Bureau's policy concerning 
letters of recommendation was explained to him. On 5-24-35 Mr. McMahon 
advised Mr. Tolson that Mr. Stanley was giving a letter to Dodd for ui?e 
in connection with his application for appointment in the Naval Reserve. 

IThe Director noted that this was a very bad precedent particularly when 

I Dodd had such a nasty attitude. 

On 10-29-38 SAC Norris advised that\he had received a newspaper clipping 
stating that Dodd was appointed to the position of Assistant Attorngfy 
General and that Dodd was going to be in St. Louis. ?/hile there he was 
going to see former Agent George Gross. Mr. Gross advised Mr. Norris 
concerning the newspaper clipping: *^Do you know what this means? Yoii 
know Dodd has no love for Hoover. He is a political power and v/ill cause 
trouble for Hoover. You know he has no love for Hoover and he hates Tolson 
worse, and now he is in a position to do something about it. You know 
Farley does not have any love for Hoover and Dodd having power will be 
lable to convince Farley and cause plenty of trouble." Gross seemed to 
gloat over Dodd*s appointment and the possibility that he could cause 
trouble .

It is noted that on 2-20-35 Mr, Nathan by memorandum reported that while 
in St, Paul during January, 1935, he v/as informed by former Agent 0. G. 
Hall that the individual responsible for the story emanating after the* 
Little Bohemia episode to the effect that the Agents engaged in that \ 
altercation mutinied and took their superior officers into custody, was 
Dodd, Dodd is said by Hall to have imparted that information to Mr. ; 
Cullen, while drunk. Hall understood that both were drunk and indicated 
that this information had come^ fvov^ Assistant Attorney Gep^al Keenan. 

Memorandum dated 12-2-38 reflected that he was a special assistant to the 
Attorney General. ' 

On 7-7-45 the publication, "Hartford Courant," Hartford, Connecticut, ^ 
-^contained a story that Mr. Dodd had been appointed Prosecutor of the ! 
United Nations War Crimes Commission by Attornf?y General Tom C. Clark. 



On 1-10-47, SAC Gleason advised the Bureau that Mr. Dodd was Assistant to 
the Attorney General, State of Connecticut. ■

On 5-2-52 his service record was transmitted to the Central Intelligence. ^ 
Agency • 

He was elected to Congress, Novembe r, 1952, from Connecticut.

We are 
going to stop these God-damm FBI Agents from tapping telephones." The 
Director noted concerning the above remarks, "I am not surprised. A 
leopard cannot change its spots.'' In further discussing the wire tapj^ing 
bill, Dodd told the House of Representatives that the bill would promote 
"widespread private snooping." 'TiJust we live in a police state goldfidh 
bowl?" he asked. ""Is that the price we must pay for security?" "I 
fear naked police power," Dodd warned. "I have lived with it. I fear 
this thing and I fear it deeply and sincerely. How about opening your 
mail? That'll be the next step." The Director noted, "Fine talk for an 
ex-Agent I" 

Memorandum dated 7-27-55 reflected that Dodd contacted the Soviet Embaissy 
for the purpose of obtaining information conerning a visa to visit the

On 6-13-56 he t^ked with former Assistant to the Director Nichols and 
expressed a desire to get back into the good graces of the Bureau^ ' 

By memorandum dated 6-6-58 Mr. Nease advised that while talking to Mr.^ 
L. Bo Nichols, he stated that both of the Connecticut Senators, Prescoitt

that connection J 1 of Senator Hubert Ho Humphrey's Office, had b-

Information received in October, 1938, that 
Dodd ^^%J?^j$Q^^Mrably disposed toward Mr. Hoover or Mr. Tolson. Dodd 
has been/coopefcnive with Bureau since resignation. He was employed by 
National Youth Administration of Connecticut in 1936. In 19^ he joined 
Hartford, Connecticut, law firm. In 1939 Dodd, while a special assistant 
to Attorney General, assisted the United States Attorney at New York on 
several occasions. A reliable source of information stated that Dodd 
furnished information concerning these cases to a newspaper reporter* 
Dodd expressed his opposition to wire tapping legislation in 1954, 
stating that the wire tapping bill proposed by the Attorney General was 
careless and recklessly prepared. Dodd had earlier remarked that he was 
(going to stop FBI Agents from tapping telephones. In February, 1953, 
Dodd desired to have his congressional staff investigated for loyalty by 
the Bureau. Dodd was furnished the Director's parole speech in April, 
1956. In April, 1956, Dodd forwarded the Director his remarks appearing 
in Congressional Bec^orrr^d- dealing with the trial in Indonesia of one 
Leon N. Jungschlaeger.

I Thomas J. Dodd, Jr., was born at Norwich, Connecticut, on 

May 15, 1907. He received his Ph.B. degree from Providence College in 
1930 and his LL.B. degree from Yale Law School in 1933. He also 
obtained a Doctor of Laws degree from Rollins College, Florida, in 1946. 
He married Grace Murphy on May 19, 1934, and has been engaged in the 
practice of law at Hartford, Connecticut. He was employed by the United 
States Government from 1931 to 1938 by the Departments of Justice and 
Interior and was a special assistant to the United States Attorney 
General from 1938 to 1946. He mas the Chief Trial Assistant to ' 
Justice Robert H. Jackson in the prosecution of the Nasi war criminals 
at Nuremberg, Germany. He was elected to Congress in November of 1952, 
from the First Congressional District of Connecticut* He is active in 
many bar associations and was a delegate to the National Conventions of 
the Democratic Party in 193^^948 and 1958.

INFORMATION IN DODD'S MAIN FILE: (67^89017) 

Dodd entered on duty in this Bureau September 18, 1933, as a 
Special Agent in Grade CAF 8 at $2900 per annum. Following a period of 
training he was assigned to the St^ Louis and St. Paul Divisions. He 
received a promotion to Grade CAF 9 at $3200 per annum July 1, 1934. 
He submitted his voluntary resignation effective at the close of business 
August 30, 1934, on the basis of his father ^s health and his desire to be 
near him. 

The personnel file of Mr. Dodd while employed by this Bureau 
reflects considerable correspondence between the Bureau and Agent Dodd 
and various high-ranking Government officials including former U. S* 
Senator Lonergan, former Attorney General Homer S. Cummings, former 
Representative Francis T. Maloney and Brien McMahon from 1933 to 1934 
pressuring the Director for Dodd^s transfer from the above-named 
divisions to the Boston Division. On July 30, 1934, Mr. Dodd advised 
the Director by letter that he had received word that his father's health 
had become worse and requested to be transferred to the New York Division. 
The transfer was not effected inasmuch as a Special Agent observed Mr. Dodd 
father August 8, 1934, apparently physically well supervising a large 
gang of men on a street excavation Job at West Haven, Connecticut, and 
engaged in pitching heavy blocks into an excavation. Mr. Dodd had been 
on annual leave just prior to his resignation and had overstayed his 
leave at the time he submitted his resignation. Otherwise his work [ 
record while with the Bureau was satisfactory. 
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Information appearing in Mr. Dodd^a personnel file subaequent 
to his resignation revealed that Mr. Dodd was the individual responsible 
for the story emanating after the Little Bohemia episode to the effect . 
that Agents engaged in that altercation mutinied and took their super^ior 
\officers into custody* Mv Dodd is said to have been drunk while imparting 
ithat information. In May, 1935, Mr. Dodd desired a letter of 
'recommendation from the Bureau since he was applying for a Naval Reserve 
appointment and was then in the Division of Investigations, Department 
of the Interior. At the time of this inquiry his attitude was not of 
the best. i 

On October 29, 1938, SAC Norris reported by letter to the 
Director that Agent J. C. Brennan received a letter from Mr. Dodd a few 
days previous transmitting a news clipping telling of Dodd's appointment 
to the position of Assistant Attorney General. Dodd expressed hope of 
seeing Agent Brennan and former Agent George Gross in the near future in 
St. Louis. Mr. Norris saw Mr. Gross October 29, 1936, and heard the : 
latter state that ^'Do you know what this meansP Ton know Dodd has no 
love for Hoover. He is a political power and will cause trouble for] 

S Hoover. Tou know he has no love for Hoover and he hates Tolson worse 
and now he is in a position to do something about it.^^ 

On July 7y 1945, the publication^ ^'Hartford Courant,^^ Hartford, 
Connecticut, contained a story that Mr. Dodd had been appointed 
Prosecutor of the United Nations War Crimes Commission by Attorney 
General Tom C. Clark. Mr. Dodd, prior to the appointment, was shown 
as a Special Assistant to the U. S. Attorney General attached to the \ 
office of U. S. Attorney Robert P. Butler. 

On January 10, 1947, SAC Gleason advised the Bureau that 
Mr. Dodd was presently Assistant to the Attorney General, State of 
Connecticut. 

BUREAU CONTACTS: 

By letter dated November 13, 1936, Dodd, then Director of 
the National Youth Administration for Connecticut, invited the Director 
to speak at a mass meeting at New Haven, Connecticut, of a newlyformed 
committee entitled the Connecticut Merit System Association. The \ 
Director declined this invitation. (94-l-'1349-l,2) : 

A confidential source of the New York Office advised, on 
February 3, 1939, that Dodd, then assisting united States Attorney Gregory 
Noonan of New York in the prosecution of F. Donald Coster, an executive 
of McKesson Robbins Drug Company, and Federal Judge Manton, was 
confidentially furnishing information concerning these investigations to 
a reporter of the ^*New York World Telegram^^ newspaper. During 1940 ^\ the 
Bureau conducted an investigation of one Lee Edward Barton and others 
who allegedly were involved in illegal wire tapping activities in 
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violation of the Federal Communications Act. Bodd, then Special 
Assistant to the Attorney General, was interviewed concerning subject 
Barton, whom Agents were then attempting to locate* Information was 
received from the Bureau^s Dallas Office that Barton had recently been 
in Dallas and apparently attempted to contact Dodd concerning this 
investigation. Dodd was interviewed by Bureau Agents on March 12 and 
13, 1940, concerning his knowledge of Barton. He was apparently ! 
cooperative during both interviews. However, subsequent investigation 
indicated that Dodd apparently had additional information concerning ■ 
Barton and instant case which he failed to reveal during the above^ 
mentioned interviews. (68^56103'-?0) \ 

By letter dated January 4, 1943, Mr. Dodd, Chairman of the 
Lebanon, Connecticut, Men's Club, invited the Special Agent in Charge^ 
of the New Haven Office to address a meeting of the above club. 
(94-1-31249-1) 

By letter -dated January 29, 1944, Dodd forwarded a letter to 
the Director highly commending the work of Bureau Agents in the 
investigation of the case entitled ^^United States versus Anaconda Wire 
and Cable Company; Fraud Against the Government.^* Dodd stated that he 
had been the Special Representative of the Attorney General at this 
trial. (46-2525-855) 

The November 30, 1944, issue of the "New London Day^^ newspaper 
published at New Haven, Connecticut, carried an article concerning a - 
speech by Dodd, then Assistant to United States Attorney General, l 
concerning Federal law enforcement. The speech was given before a 
meeting of the New London Progress Club. During his speech, Dodd ' 
commended the Bureau for controlling sabotage and gangster activities. 
(62-57261 ) 

On February 15, 1947, the Bureau received an announcement 
reflecting that Dodd had become affiliated with the law firm of 
Pelgrift, Dodd, Blumenfeld and Nair, Hartford, Connecticut. (62-1218d-3030)\ 

By letter dated February 25, 1953, Dodd, while a member of 
Congress, requested the Bureau to conduct a loyalty investigation of the 
members of his staff. Bulet of March 4, 1953, pointed out the limitations 
of Bureau authority and advised Dodd that the Bureau had neither funds 
nor jurisdiction to conduct such investigations. (62-^57261-2) 

Bulet of April 12, 1956, to Dodd furnished a copy of the 
Director's speech before the National Conference on Parole on April 10, 
1956. (62-57261-'5) By letter dated April 20, 1956, Dodd enclosed his 
remarks appearing in i;he April 17, 1956, Congressional ] 
concerning the trial in Indonesia of Leon N* Jungschlaeger. Brief 
acknowledgment was given to Dodd by Bulet of April 25, 1956. 
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By letter dated March 89, 1939, the New York Office advised 
of certain correspondence contained in the files of F. Donald Coster^ 
deceased President of McKesson Bobbins Drug Company. The correspondence 
related to furnishing liquor by Coster for various political purposes. 
Some of the correspondence was signed John L. Smith. During this 
inquiry the handwriting of Dodd and Assistant Attorney General Brien 
McMahon was compared in an effort to determine if they were responsible 
for the correspondence . The Laboratory advised no conclusion could be 
arrived at concerning the handwriting of Dodd and that McMahon did not 
sign the correspondence. No other information concerning the matter \ 
was located in the file. (6S-53085-97) 

The April 30, 1947, issue of ^^The Washington Post^^ newspaper 
published in Washington, D. C*, carried an article by Leonard Lyons I 
captioned ^^Chips From a Loose Leafe Notebook. The article stated that 
Dodd, a Chief Aide to Justice Jackson at the Nuremberg trials, was ; 
compiling a book concerning his recollection of the above trials. 
(62'-7687d'-A) ; ; 

The August 16, 1948, issue of the "Daily V/orker," east coast 
communist newspaper, commented concerning a Third Party candidate for 
Governor of the State of Connecticut. Included in this article was 
information that Chester Bowles, former head of the Office of Price 
Administration, would be the Connecticut Democratic candidate for the 
Governorship. Thomas J. Dodd reportedly had withdrawn as the ' 
Democratic candidate in the interest of "party harmony (100^357934'^A) 

In connection with the application of Haakon Maurice Chevalier, 
subject of an espionage investigation, for a passport, hearings were 
conducted by the State Department concerning this individual. Chevalier 
introduced a letter from Thomas j. Dodd, Executive Trial Counsel, 
Nuremberg, Germany, cormending Chevalier for his faithfulness as a 
translator at the Nuremberg trials. (100^18564-^80, p. 7) 

^'The Washington Evening Star^^ issue of March 83, 1953, page 
B^2, reported that Dodd was to be a speaker at a testimonial dinner for 
former Assistant Attorney General James M. Mclnerney. (62-96d21A) 
In June, 1953, the Atomic Energy Commission submitted Dodd name ampng-^^^ 
approximately 120 congressmen who were scheduled to attend an atomic^ b7D 
test on May 25, 1953. (62^82221^1488) Bufile 62-'mil4-2792 reflects 
thai Dodd expressed opposition to the passage of a bill pending before 
Congress in 1954 authorising wire tapping with restrictions. In a:n}'a^ticle\ 
appearing in the ^'Bridgeport Herald'^ dated January 28, 1954, Dodd stated 
that the wire tapping bill proposed by the Attorney Ge neral was careless 
land recklessly pr emred.

Dodd is not 
widely known outside Hartford County, but 
politicians in both major parties predict he will .

But even the voters who have been won 
over by his command of rhetoric, and his ap- 
parent sincerity are often unable to tell you 
just v/hat Dodd stands for.

Dodd's announcement of his candidacy 
(three copies of which arrived at The Herald 
office the day AFTER it was released to wire 
services in Washington) sheds further light 
on the character of the man.

Announced candidacy of Cong. Thomas J. Dodd 
of West Hartford for the Democratic senatorial nom- 
ination raises many interesting questions and specu-

Is Rep. Dodd to be a sacrificial candidate? 
Rep. Dodd has been in and out of favor with the 
controlling Democratic leaders, Gov. Ribicoff, State 
Chairman John M. Bailey of Hartford and National 
Committeeman John Golden of New Haven. 

It might be presumed that Rep. Dodd now is 
back in their good graces. 

There are knowing smiles on the faces of those 
who believe the trend to Rep. Dodd can be inter- 
preted as a means of eliminating a potential an- 
tagonist for power. 
A Democrat's senatorial prospects may not be too 
promising. By giving Re^), Dodd lip service in an 
^'Eisenhower year," his defeat probably would write 
**finis'' to his political career, or at least put it on the 
shelf for some years. 
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Congressman Tom Dodd called on me on the morning of 
June 13 in line with a previous appointment. He was obviously somewhat 
ill at ease and we passed the time of day* He stated he thought the Bureau J 
had been doing outstanding work and inquired regarding the health of the Directoi^ 
and commented most favorably upon the Director and the Bureau as a whole.

He did I 
not recall that he went out of his way in any speech that he made. He stated he 
would look it up and if he did, he did not intend to convey any inference of abuses 
on the part of the Bureau and that he was opposing the wire tap matter simply 
as a matter of principle. I told him this was not so, particularly when he would ^ 
go to Savannah, Georgia, and make statements that he was going to see to it that i 
he was going to stop those ''G.D. FBI Agents from tapping telephones. " 

Dodd stated that he never made such a statement in a speech. I 
told him that! had not said he had made it in a speech. I said that he had made 
the statement and he knew ^^damn welP^ he made it. He said he may have made 
some ''damn fool'' comment which could have been misinterpreted; that this was 
uncalled for; that he was very sorry and that he could not recall to whom he made 
the statement which he did not believe was exactly as I had given it to him. He 
stated that he would go back to the people. I told him this was unnecessary; that 
certainly the policy which the Director had always instilled into the Bureau was 
that we judged a man by what he was today, not what he was yesterday. He i 
stated this was certainly fair; that if we would just -give him the opportunity to 
call upon him he would demonstrate by deed where he stood. 

Dodd then stated that he had done a lot of "damn fool" things for 
which he had been sorry; that he should have taken some steps years and years 
ago to seek to adjust and undo his wrongs. He then conimented that he was assignei 
to the St. Paul Office at the height of the Dillinger period; that he was young and 
immature; and that he had "been a damn fool. " He stated that he was terribly i 
sorry for some of the things that he had done. He was obviously referring to the 
wild yarn that he started in circulation when intoxicated to the effect that a group l 
of agents had mutinied and over-powered superiors. I told him that we had had I 
numerous comments come back to us from sources that reflected considerable | 
antagonism on his part. 

I stated that for example, some years ago, when he first came 
into the Department of Justice, one former agent had told an agent in charge 
that he was coming in as Assistant Attorney General; that he, Dodd, had no love 
"for Hoover ;'f that he "has no love for Hoover and hates Tolson worse." Dodd f 
stated that he had no reason to have any hatred toward Mr. Tolson or the Director 
and he did not; that he regretted that comments had been made to us like this; 
and that he guessed he was partially responsible for some of them. 
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Again he stated he was sorry and would like to make amends. 
I pointed out that we, of course, were fully aware that during this period there 
was a great deal of conflict; that he was close to Brian McMahon, who at that 
period, had considerable antagonism toward the Bureau; but who later became 
a very trusted and good friend. He stated that as he looked back upon those old 
days in the Department, he could see no justification for some of the rivalries 
that existed and that he really doubted that it went any further than that. I told 
him I did not shaiehis view but that was also water over the dam. 

We then got to talking about Briai^McMa^^ "DS^^tated Brian 
had commented to hdm on many occasions in his f^Srdays about how he, Brian, 
had been wrong and that how glad he was to have restored relationships with 
the Bureau, and that he, Dodd, wanted to do the same thing. I told Dodd that 
we were perfectly willing should the occasion ever arise to formulate our 
opinions on the basis of what happens from now on. 

Dodd again stated that he would like to demonstrate his own 
sincerity if we would give him a chance and that he did not know what he could 
do for us, but if there was anjlhing, he would like to do it and all we had to do 
was calL . He then stated he would like very much to pay his respects to the 
Director. I told him this was a very bad day. I told him the Director would be 
out of the office early in the week and I suggested that he give me a call the 
following week, namely June 25. He stated he would do this. I told liim that 
we would then see if we could find a time when we could go by and say hello 
to the Director. He stated he would like to do this very much. 

We discussed various matters. He told me that he is trying to be 
pliilosophical about the Senatorial race in Connecticut; that he is giving it 
everything he has, but at the same time is trying to be philosophical about it; 
that if there is an Eisenhower landslide this might be siifficient to carry his 
opponent back into office. He stated that should the race be close, he feels 
that he has a good chance. 

As the conversation went along, he became more at ease. He has 
a rather pleasant personality, is 49 years of age, and I became more favorably 
impressed with him as we chatted. C i 




On the afternoon of June 13, Irvin^^^^m^ called me. He was 
really laughing and stated that Dodd had called hit^i noon to report that he had } 
been into see us; that he was received very fairly; that he hoped that he had made 
some impression; and that he had regretted that he had delayed taking ste.ps to , 
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try to bring about a more amiable relationship. He stated that he sincerely 
hoped that he could get by week after next and see the Director. He told Irving 
that he was chastised rather severely, but in a polite m^ner, for which he 
justly deserved, and that he frankly felt better about the whole thing; that he, 
of course, was very anxious and would be imtil he had the opportunity personally 
of paying his respects to the Director, although he assmned that I, in the 
meantime, would advise the Director of the conversation. 

Dodd then told Irving that the more he thought of his old 
relationships with the Bureau, the more ashamed it made him and that he 
genuinely hoped that he could reestablish himself with the Bureau. Irving 
told him that he had better if he knew what was good for him. Irving told me 
that from the reports he gets, he thinks that there is little question but that 
Dodd will defeat Senator Bush in Connecticut. ^

A review of his file reflects that he entered on duty on 9-18-33, 
as a Special Agent in grade CAF-8, at $2900 per annum. Following a period 
of, training he was assigned to the St. Louis and St. Paul Divisions. He 
j submitted his voluntary resignation effective at the close of business 
18-30-34, on the basis of his fathex^'s health and his desire to be near him. 

His file reflects considerable correspondence between the Bureau 
and Dodd and various high-ranking Government officials including former 
U. S. Senator Lonergan, former Attorney General Homer S. Cummings, former 
Representative Francis T. Maloney and Brien McMahon from 1933 to 1934 
pressuring the Director for Dodd*s transfer from the above-named divisions 
to the Boston Office. On 7-30-34, Dodd advised the Director by lettex: that] 
he had received word that his father's health had become worse and re- 
quested to be. transferred to the New York Office. The transfer v/as not 
effected inasmuch as a \ Special Agent observed Dodd's father August 8, 1934, 
apparently physically well supervising a large gang of men on a stre* 
exca^vation job at West Haven, Connecticut, and engaged in pitching heavy 
blocks into an excavation. Mr. Dodd had been on annual leave just prior to| 
his resignation and had overstayed his leave at the time he submitted his

Information appear in^S^T^^^JSP^SiScp'gWIi'fi^^ 
revealed that Dodd was the individual responsible for the story emanating 
after the Little Bohemia episode to the effect that Agents engaged in that 
altercation mutinied and took their superior officers into custody.

In May, 1935, 
he desired a, letter of recbiiimendation from the Bureau since he was applying!

On 10-29-38, SAC Norris reported by letter t^the Direct6!6 that 
Agent J, C, Brennan received a letter from Mif. Dodd a few days previous 
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transmitting a news clipping telling of Dodd's appointment to the position 
of Assistant Attorney General. Dodd expressed hope of seeing Agent 
Brennan and former Agent George Gross in the near future in St, Louis, Mr. 
Norris saw Mr. Gross 10-29-38 and heard the latter state that ''Do you 
know what this means? You know Dodd has no love for Hoover. He is a 
political power and will cause trouble for Hoover, You know he had no 
love for Hoover and he hates Tolson v/orse and now he is in a position to 
<|do something about it." , 

On 7-7-45 the publication, "Hartford Cpurant," Hartford, Connecticut, 
contained a story that Dodd had been appointed Prosecutor of the United 
Nations War Crimes Commission. On 1-10-47, SAC Gleason advised that he 
was Assistant to the Attorney General, State of Connecticut. In November, 
1952 he was elected to Congress from Connecticut. In March, 1953, while 
serving as Domocratic Congressman from Connecticut, Dodd alleggdly stated, 
"We are going to stop thoaa God-damn FBi Agents from tapping telephones;*:' 
In 1954 he criticized a wire tapping bill proposed by the Attorney General 
as being carelessly and recklessly proposed. On 6-13-56 he talked to Mr.

This is a brief and concise sununary o£ Mr. Dodd^s record for 
the Director's use. 

A review of his file reflects that he entered on duty on 9-18-33, 
as a Special Agent in grade CAF-8, at $2900 per annum. Following a period 
of training he was assigned to the St. Louis and St. Paul Offices. He 
submitted his voluntary resignation effective at the close of business 
7|v 8-30-34, on the basis of his father's health and his desire to be near him. 
I Mr. Dodd had been on annual leave just prior to his resignation and had 
1 overstayed his leave at the time he submitted his resignation. Otherwise 
this work record while with the Bureau was satisfactory. 

Information appearing in his file subsequent to his resignation 
revealed that Dodd was the individual responsible for the story emanating 
after the Little Bohemia episode to the effect that Agents engaged in that 
altercation mutinie4^ and took their superior officers into custody. He was| 
said to have been dittink while imparting that information. In May, 1935, 
he desired a letter* of recommendation from the Bureau since he was 
applying for a Naval Reserve appointment and was then in the Division of 
jlnvestigation. Department of the Interior. At the time of that inquiry 
{his attitude was not of the best. 

On 10-29-38, SAC Norris reported by letter to the Director that 
SA J. C. Brennan received a letter from Mr. Dodd a few days previous 
transmitting a news clipping telling of Dodd's appointment to the 
position of Assistant Attorney General, Dodd expressed hope of seeing 
Brennan and former SA George Gross in the near future in St. Louis. Mr.

It is noted that the Director-'through speeches, statements and 
articles distributed both nationally and intemationsUly»has focused attention upon 
the menace of communism. In additicm, FBI makes its experts available for 
speeches and lecturos on communist o>nsplracy before Government agencies, 
college and high school students, and citizens groups.

Senator Dodd's letter ol' November 17 made specific mention of 
the B'reedom Academy bill, and noted that ' The group of us in the Senate who 
have been pushii^ the measure intend to resubniit it as soon as Congress convenes. 
We are aware that there is room for Improvement cm the laaginge oi the original 
bUl. We are aware too that, if we are to o-.erc<xine ofposltion to the bill, e^ery 
clause must be subject to the most judicious appraisal. I believe that a frank 
discussion of the measare with you will be most helpful to me when I get around 
to the job of redrafting.

Rather, 
existing agencies, for example, the S; hiformation Agency, and others in the 
security field, could be utilized with less risk ofc confusion, ov er limping of 
responsibiUties, and duplication of effort. Accordingly, the Department of Justice 
is unable to recommend enactment of this bill. ' 



j In his report regarding 1689 which was issued June 30, 1960, 

E'jar Dodd toolc specific notice of the Justice Department's opposition. Senator 
stated, ' In fulfilling its training function^ the Academy will not duplicate the 
ions of the Foreign Service htstltute or the CIA and F&t schools. These are 
jBssentially trade schools concerned with specialized skills. The training function 
bf the Academy is much Inroader, and its special emphasis on pblitical-ecottomic 
{varfare and integration ol the full spectrum ctf methods and means, incluufng those 
the private sector, ^Is a virtual vacuum. The position taken by the JMij:e 
^artment and the State Depart ent that tlila training and de v elopmen Vcould be 
idled by existing agencies with less overlapping and confusion^ is not impressive* 
lere is no claim ioa^this Js beii^ d(me, nor any claim the agencies have any .

PBI OPPOSITION 




"While the Bureau has maintained Its position of not injecting itself 
ito legislative matters and has refrained from publicly commenting about the 
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Freedom Cbmmission mi, our vievs in opix>8ition to this proposal were 
furnished to the Department as early as January, 1959, when the entire Idea 
was In its embryo stage. These views are: The Commission proposal is 
very unwieldy and would be most difficult to properly implement. The 
Commission would have far-reaching powers in the internal security anti- 
«>mmuni8t field; and It Is hard to visualize how such a new agency could 
operate without csuislng considerable problems for the Justice Department, 
the FBI and other Federal agendes operating in the internal security field. 
Additionally, proposed l^iAatlon to create the Commission presents 
problems ot an interni^onal character Which would have to be careftiUy 
considered on a hl^b-poUcy level by the Adminlstratton. 

Regarding the above observations, attontton is called to the 
following spedfie matters of parttcular interest to the FBI: 

(1) The \^st majority of Americans well-^alified persons in 
the anticommunist field are presently holding strategically important 
positUms— maiqr of them in ^ Federtl Ctovemment. If tiie Ft«edom Com- 
mission and the Freedom Acfulemy were denied the services of these men, 
they would be forced to hire "second-rate** people with, at best, inadequate 
backgrounds in this field. Yet, If the FBI and other Government agencies 
were dcinted the services of these experts so that they could Join the Freedom 
Academy, the nattcmal security would gr^itly suffer. 

(2) In order to prevent the Freedom Academy irom developing 
a detached 'Ivory tower" aj^roach to the inteniatlcmal communist conspiracy, 
it vouid be necessary for the FBI and other intelligence agencies to continually 
disseminate current information regarding communist activities to the Freedom 
Academy. The vdry nature of the Freedom Academy is such that to disseminate 
current Intelligence information to it could result in the expoBore of hl^ly 
placed FBI Infornumts and sources of informatton. (Also see Item 4 on next 
page re dissemination of classified data. ) 

(3) i&dce the Freedom Academy will accept private dttaens

With regard to the provision concerning the FBI investigations 
of Freedom Commission employees, the Bureau advised the Department that 
there is no reason why the proposed Freedom Commission should be empowered 
to call upon the FBI to con^ct investigationB; that the Bureau would have no 
objection to the Civil Service Commission conducting employee investigations 
for the Freedom Commission; and that we would not object to the Civil Service 
Commission's referring the investigations to us in the event adverse loyalty-^rpe 
informatton were encoimtered. 

With respect to the fact that existing Federal agencies already 
are doing a great deal to educate the Amerlcaii people to the true menace of 
the international communist eonspizuqr, the F^I certainly has stood in the 
forefront. For many years, the ZMrector has spotlighted the danger of com- 
munism to the United States and the entire free world in speeches, statements, 
and articles vMch have received national and international acclaim. Ibi addition. 
Bureau lecturers and speakers in the field of communism regularly appear 
before other Government agencies— including the State Department, military 
groups, Intelligence agencies and the like. We also have sent FBI experte to 
speak on the dangers <rf communism to college and high school studmte, as 
well as to interested citizens* organizatiotts. 
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It is noted that there have Ibeen rumors of Bureau opposition 
to the Freedom Commission proposal; and the September I7| 1960^ issue

H. O. Bly met with! | an attorney in Mundt*s office, to dis- 
cuss the Freedom Academy Bill J | advised that Senator Mundt does not want any 
legislation considered which might be objectionable to the Director and the FBI. 
stated, however, the bill is being pressured by a group of Orlando, Florida, attorneys who 
feel instruction should be given to foreign service personnel and responsible aliens 
regarding communism. I I was advised the Bureau feels that Government employeies 



* should be indoctrinated first, rather than aliens over which we would have no future con- 
trol. It was pointed out that such indoctrination is already being done by the Bureau in 
lectures before various groups, and any new agency would be a needless duplication of 
this effort. Mundt was advised on the same date regarding this discussion. !

1 IFederal judges inasmuch as some members of the Judiciary could definitely not be Q : 
I i^^epended upon. I mentioned that in some instances Federal judges might leak very 
i]/aluable information that could spell the doom of a very important case. The Senatoxl

Senator Dodd inquired if the Director would'^b^e able^to meet Senator Mum 
rgCongressmen Herlong and Judd and him within the near future to dis'cuss Freedom /\

whether I would be able to meet with the above-named gentlemen in strict confidence. 
I told him the Director had instructed me to do this; however, this could not be done 
for public consumption and that any statements that I made, reflecting the Director's 
opinion, should not be used in future hearings.

Senator Dodd brought up again the subject of wire tap legislation. I 
told him in confidence that if the hearings were held in the manner that Senator Wiley ^ 
and the late Senator Hennings held them, then it would be no use to have hearings. 
He asked why. I told him that Senators Hennings and Wiley had insisted on calling 
individuals favoring the extreme liberal viewpoint, thus giving them a forum they could 
never otherwise obtain. I told the Senator that I would be willing to make him a bet that 
not one individual favoring the conservative side had appeared before the Hennings 
Subcommittee. He was told that it would be advisable to subpoena representatives of 
both viewpoints. Senator Dodd stated he thought this was a good idea and would ! 
certainly do this. I told him that I doubted very seriously that Congress, in its present 
frame of mind, would allow wire tap legislation to reach the floor. The Senator stated 
he would push the matter nevertheless and that he was very hopefuL

This is a brief and concise summary of Mr. Dodd*s record for | the 
Director's use.
